Shell Dress-Buttons. 


It may be of interest to know that the 
gilt and colored shel! dress-buttons that 
are so prettily adapted to the new styles 
of dress goods are all ornamented by 


who are developing a genius for the 
brush and palette. 
from a large shell, which is principally 
gathered along the coast of Japan. The 
shells are cut into small squares, which 
are sliced in halves and then from these 
two grades button-forms are sawed, pol- 
ished, and the eyes soldered on, 
to be sent to the decorators. So 
work is done largely in and about Phila- 
delphia, but the decorating is principal- 
iy done in Brogklyn and New York, 
although some is done in Boston. The 
colors, figures, flowers, etc., which are 
placed upon them are painted on with 
a brush, and when dried the color has 
worked indelibly into the pores of the 
shell. The decorators earn from fifty 
cents to nine dollars a gross, and the skill 
of the American girls in this business 
has established the fact that the choicest |
